I, therefore hasten to appeal to the com- 
mon sense of all. whether they are not as 
conscious of their free agency, as they are 
of their existence. Do they not know intu:- 
tively, that every action they perform is 
their own ; and that they havea riglit to 
the merit of it, or are justly chargeable with 
its guilt. All reasoning against free agency 
may be refuted as his was, who argued 
against the existence of motion. His op- 
ponent immediately rose and walked, and 
thereby demonstrated his reasoning to be 
false. 
But it appears unnecessary to enlarge on 
this subject, cither from the suggestions of 
reason or common. sense; because both 
these ideas are plainly inculcated in  scrip- 
ture. Solomon declares, that the frenaration 
of the heart in man, and the answer of the 
tongue is fromthe Lord. Paul says, we are 
not sufficient of ourselves to think any thing

Nor was this 

sacred promise “an execrable oath,”’ us it 

has been declared, but a respectable tie to 

unite men of all nations in the same confra- 

ternity Some time after our order united 

itself with the Chevaliers of St. John of Je- 
rusaiem. From that time and since, our 
lodges bear the name of St. John in all coun- 

trics. This union was made in imitation 

of the Israelites when they rebuilt the second 
temple ; whilst they held in one hand the 

trowel and the mortar ‘they carried in the 

other the buckler and the sword. (Esdras 
1v. 16.) Our order, of consequence, ought 
not to be considered as a renewal of the 

bacchanals, and a source of foolish dissipa- 
tion, of unbridled libertinage and scandalous 

intemperance ; but, as a MORAL ORDER, in- 

stituted by our Ancestors in the Holy Land 

to recal the remembrance of the most sub- 
lime truths amidst the innocent fileasures of 
society. 

Kings, Princes, and Lords, in returning 
from Palestine into their own countries, 
established these different Lodges. In the 
time of the latter crusades one might see 
already, many lodges erected in Germany, 
in Italy, in Spain, in France, and in Scot- 
land 

James, Lord Steward of Scotland was 
Grand Master of a Lodge established in the 
East of Scotland at Kilwinning in the year 
1286, a little time after the death of Alexan- 
der HI. king of Scotiand, and the year before 
John Baliol mounted the throne. This 
Scotch Lord received as Free Masons into 
the Lodge, the Counts of Gloucester and of 
Ulster, English and Irish Lords 
After a little while our lodges, our feasts, 
and our solemnities were neglected in several 
of the countries where they had been estab- 
lished. From this comes the silence of the 
Historians of almost all realms respecting 
our order, except those of Great Britain 
They were nevertheless preserved in all their 
splendor among the Scotch. 
After the terrible disappointments of the 
Croisades, the decay of the christian armies, 
and the triumph of Bendocdar, Sultan of 
Egypt, during the eighth and last croisade, 
the son of Henry III. king of England, the 
great prince Edward, secing tht he could 
no longer have surety for his brotuers in the 
Holy Land, when the christian troops retired, 
brought them all back: and this colony of 
brothers established itself in England. As 
this Prince was endowed with all the quali- 
ties of heart and mind which form the Hero, 
he loved the fine arts, he declared himself 
the protector of our order, he granted to it 
many privileges and immunities, and from 





’

an Opera, oratorio, Te Deum, duet, cantata, 
or dny other species of vocal music, his 
name would have been held in reverence by 
true musicians, as long as the characters in 
which they are written should continue to be 
legible. 
.We come now to the busiest and most 


formed for the first time at the theatre in « _ 
Lincoln’s-inn-Ficlds; and from this perisd, 
Handel may be said to have devoted his lae 
bours solely to the service of the church ; 
as, except his “ grand concertos for violins,’ | 
ani the “ Fire-work Music,” for the peace 
of Aix la Chapelle, 1748 ; we reniember no 
oiucr Compositions than oratorios, that were 
either performed or published by him. 

From 1740, when he totally qititted the 
opera stage, to 1751, he produced fifteen 
original oratorios, and adapted English words 
to the music of a serenata, or morality, “ I] 
Trionfo del Tempo,” (the Triumph of Time 
and T'ruth,) which he had set to Italian words 
at Rome, 1709. Of these, the Messiah, 
Samson, and Judas Macchabzus, were sure 
to fill the House whenever they were per- 
formed. 

It was after repeated miscarriages, and a 
very severe illness, supposed to have been 
brought on by the joint effects of anxiety, 
mortification, distress, and diappointment, 


changed, disguised, or retrenched many of 


glorious period of Handel's life; who, ar- 
rived at that stage of existence which Dante 
calls 
¢T] mezzo del cammin di nostra vita,’ 
when the human frame and faculties Have 
acquired their utmost strength and vigour ; 
was endowed with great natural powers, 
highly improved hy cultivation ; witha hand 
which no difficulties could embarrass; a 
genius for composition unbounded; at the 
head of a profession which facilitates access 
to the great, and, with extraordinary abilities, 
ensures their patrdnage ; high in the favour 
of the sovereign, nobles, and public, of a 
great!.and powerful nation, at a period of its 
greatést happiness and tranquillity ; when it 
was not only blest with leisure and zeal to 
cultivate the arts of peace, but with power, 
liberaliy to reward those whose successful 
efforts had carried them beyond the bounds 
of mediocrity. _ 
Such were Handel’s circumstances and 
situation, whena plan was formed by the 
English nobility and gentry, for establish- 
ing a fund for the support of Italian operas, 
of which he was to be the composer and di- 
rector ; and, as his majesty king George I. 
was pleased to subscribe one thousand pounds 
towards the execution of this design, and to 
let his name appear at the head of the sub- 
scription, amounting to fifty thousand pounds, 
this society was called the “ Royal Acade- 
my.” 
A few years after, a quarrel happened be- 
tween Handcl and Senesino, which broke up 
the academy, and was not only injurious to 
the fortune of our great composer, but the 
cause of infinite trouble and vexation to him 
during the rest of his life. 
It is now too late to determine who was 
the aggressor in this long and ruinous war ; 
perhaps Handel exercised his power too 
roughly, and Senesino was too impatient of 
control. Perhaps too, the nobility carried 
thcir resentment too far, in setting up anoth- 
er opera to the ruin of a man of such uncom- 
mon worth and abilities; and, perhaps, if 
Handcl’s temper had at al! resembled his 
finger in flexibility, a Yeconciliation might 
have been effected on no very mortifying or 
dishonourable terms. It is painful to dwell 
on this part of his life, which was one con- 
tinued tissue of losses and misfortunes. He 
produced thirty operas between the years 
1721 and 1740; yet, after the dissolution of 


with the success that was due to their intrin- 
sic and superior merit, though some of the 
best were posterior to that period. Neglect 
and opposition conspired to rob him at once 
of health, fame, and fortune. 

In the midst of opera squabbles, while he 
was opposed by the principal nobility and 
gentry of the Royal Academy, who seized 
on the theatre in the Haymaaket, support- 
ing an opera without his composition, or the 
performance of his adherents ; when setting 
up for himself, at his own risk, he engaged 
the theatre in Lincoln’s-inn-Fields, and a 


the academy, in 1729, none were attended’ 


that he was driven to the Hibernian shore. 


Handel remained eight or nine months in 


Ireland, where he extended his fame, and 
began to repair his fortune. 


At his return 
to Lendon, in the beginning of 1742, as he 
had relinquished all thoughts of opposing 
the present managers of the opera, former 
enmities began to subside ; and, when he 
recommenced his oratorios at Covent Gar- 
den, the Lent following, he found a general - 
disposition in the public to countenance and 
support him. Samson was the first he per- 
formed this year, which was not only much 
applauded hy crowded houses in the capital, 
but was soon ‘disseminated, in single songs, 
throughout the kingdom ; and, indced, it has 
ever bcen iti the highest favour of all his 
oratorios. except the Messiah, which this 
season, to the honour of the public at large, 
and disgrace of cabal and faction, was re- 
ceived with universal ddmiration and ap- 
plause. And from that time tothe present, 
this great work has been heard in all parts 
of the kingdom with increasing reverence 
and delight ; it has fed the hungry, clothed 
the naked, fostered the orphan, and enriched 
succeeding managers of oratorios, more than 
any single musical production in this or any 
country | 

This Sacred Oratorio, as it ‘was at first 
called, on account of the words being wholly 


pearing to stand in such high estimation 
with the public ; Handel, actuated by motives 
of the purest benevolence and humanity, 
formed the laudable resolution of perform- 
ing it annually for the benefit of the Found 
ling Hospital, which resolution was constant 
ly put in practice to the end of his life, un- 
der his own direction ; and, long after, un- 
der thatof Mr. Smith and Mr. Stanly.
